These Slavic and Eastern ob- 
servers, including Prime Minis- 
ter Nehru, profess to see 
portant, though gradual, changes 
taking place in the very fabric 
of communism. Their thinking 
is that this was what the suc- 
cessors to Stalin sensed, and 
acted upon, when they denounced 
Stalinism. Stalinist communism 
was not producing the necessary 
economic results in Russia. 
Nor, indeed, was it so function- 
ing in Poland or Hungary, as 
the dramatic and emotional out- 
bursts of revolt have demon- 
strated. 

Therefore, the Indian and Yu- 
goslavian observers are urging 
that we do nothing overt, but 
that all our intelligence and en- 
ergies be devoted to encourag- 
ing these processes of evolution- 
ary change. 


Their Theory 


It is their theory that change 
inexorably occurs in all governr- 
ments and eennot be halted. The 
Communists taught millions of 
Russians to read. By so do- 
ing it enabled them to think, to 
compare and to make deduc+ 
tions about themselves, their 
welfare and their government. 
This cannot be halted. It is im- 
portant to notice that students in 
Communist countries, who all 
their lives have been conditioned 


by text books and political prop- | 


aganda calculated to make them 
sound and unvarying Marxists, 
have not been reduced to pas- 
sive regimentation. It has been

yeast of ferment. 


In this connection it must not 
be overlooked that 
all Oriental and Asian countries 
have paraded in protest against 
the Soviet cruelties and injus- 
tices in Hungary. 

The forces loosed in Hungary 
and Poland cannot be confined. 
They must be dealt with and, 
these experts in question be- 
lieve, will force communism in 
Russia to make more and more 
concessions or changes. 

In this connection they point to 
the United States and the evolu- 
tion which has taken place in our 
system, or way of government. 
Certainly the republic in its be- 
ginning never envisioned a sec- 
retary of labor, the federal laws 
establishing collective bargain- 
ing; soil conservation, socialistic 
soil bank payments, support 
prices for agriculture paid for 
by the taxpayers, and all the 
many laws of the Roosevelt New 
Deal, now so fondly, intelligently 
and enthusiastically embraced 
by the ‘‘New Republicans.’”’

Dynamic Change 


Certainly any American of 
even casual awareness must ad- 
mit that the American political 
and economic system is one of 
dynamic change—or evolution— 
and that it is continuing. 

Therefore—argue Slavic and 
Indian observers—we must as- 
sist, in every possible manner, 
what has come to be called ‘‘Ti- 
toism.’’ Titogism is still com- 
munism. But, to put it» yet an- 
other way, it is ‘‘Yugoslavian 
communism.” Poland is de- 
manding ‘‘Polish communism”’ 
and Hungary was demanding its 


ewn brand of communism, tai- | 


lored to fit Hungarian aims, 
when the Russians moved in. 


Stalin demanded one commu- 
nism, with all loyalties:.to Mos- 
cow. 

Moscow’s Pravda, as late as 
five days ago, was denouncing 
as Marxist heresy the attempts 
by various countries to establish 
a “nationalistic communism.” 

It is significant that our invi- 
tation to Marshal Tito to visit 
this country has been toned 
down. He may yet come. But 
we will not seek to make it ap- 
pear as an “overt action.’”” We 
will, it appears, for the time be- 
ing at least, seek’ to encourage 
the processes of evolutionary 
change in communism as illus- 

trated in Poland and Hungary.

Are Reds Still Gaining 
In Air Power Race? 


'It .is reported that President Ejisen- 
hdwer’s new budget will provide for a 
slash of about 10 wings in the Air 
Force’s current 137-wing goal. This is 
bound to bring about a renewal of last 
year’s controversy in which Congress 
actually appropriated about a billion dol- 
lars more than Secretary Wilson had rec- 
ommended for air power. ie 

Perhaps the development of guided 
missiles has reached a stage where the 
cutbacks are warranted. But Congress 
did not think so last year and some of 
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the country’s top commentators say we're 
still losing the air race to Russia. 

Writing in The Constitution, Roscoe 
Drummond said flatly: “The United 
States is in the process of losing to the 
Soviets the race for air supremacy. 
American production of combat planes 
stumbles and lags where it ought to out- 
distance the world. From drawing board 
to flight line, we are consuming more 
precious time than the Soviets—far more 
time, dangerously more time.” 


It takes eight to nine years to bring 
out a production model of such a plane 
as the B52, reported Mr. Drummond, 
while the Soviets turn out its equivalent 
in five years. 

It is believed that the Reds are ahead 
of us in missile production. 

Events in the Middle East and Hun- 
gary show the Reds depend upon force to 
gain their ends when other methods fail. 
Those who take comfort from world con- 
demnation of their actions are living in 
false security indeed!

Urban Children Entitled 
To Better Schools, Too 


In planning new school building pro- 
grams, state and local authorities should 
be pfactical-minded enough to note pop- 
ulation trends. 

Many counties have shown a steady 
drop in enrollments for a number of 
years. In fact, 62 county systems lost both 
Negro and white pupils last year. Negro 


totals were down in 102 counties and 
white in 87. 

In other words, the state might find 
itself with millions of dollars of new 


school buildings but no pupils in them. 
They will have migrated to the cities, 
creating new problems for the latter. 

While there have yet been no pub- 
lished reports that some of the buildings 
constructed under the State School Build- 
ing Authority are only half-filled it might 
very well happen. The facts call for some 
sort of revision of past formulas to lighten 
the load of growing urban communities 
in school construction. 

DeKalb, Fulton, Bibb and a few other 
large counties have borne the brunt of 
the migrations. Fulton, including Atlanta 


city schools, shows an enrollment in- 
crease of more than 8,000 students per 
year. This means that there are more 
than 32,000 students an the county for 


which the state has provided no building 
funds since 1952. 

It costs about as much to keep a half- 
school building going as it 
the overcrowded ones. The same is true 
of classrooms. This is an argument for 
consolidation but even some consolidated 
chools have lost enrollment. Thi 
calls for more care in planning so. that 
the funds are not wasted. 

Whatever new formulas are proposed 
at the coming session of the General 
Assembly to meet school building needs, 
growing urban areas should have a better 
break. They already are doing more lo- 
cally than most systems. 

School funds should be spent where 
the children are and not where they used 
to be, making full allowances for the 
necessary adjustments on both ends of 
the scale.

Oil Depletion Allowance Puts 


Bite on Small Taxpayers 


May taxpayers look to a reduction of their income taxes any time 
soon? It does not seem likely. The administration has reacted bear- 
ishly to the tax-cut proposal of six northern and western Democrats 


and refers to increased 


expenditures for defense because of the 


Middle Eastern and European crises. 


Meanwhile the oil depletion al- 
lowance, which exempts oil pro- 
ducers from paying income tax 
on the first 2714 per cent of in- 
come, continues to support Texas 
oil millionaires in the Arabian 
Nights style to which they are ac- 
customed, 

By a strange coincidence this 
tax is estimated to cost the U.S. 
Treasury the same amount as the 
vield of the excise taxes which. 
Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Harrington wants to make a per- 
manent burden on all taxpayers. 
That same 750 million dollars 
also would purchase a modest 
amount of defense, or afford 
some income tax relief. 

The oil depletign allowance, 
though there is sense in it, has 
grown through excesses and loop- 
holes into a fantastic iniustice. 
The justifieation for any such al- 
lowance at all is that oil explora- 
‘tion and development are hazard- 
ous business but necessary to na- 
tional welfare and security. An 
allowance, it is argued, is there- 
fore justified to enable the pro- 
ducer to recoup his losses. 

As it stands, however, the law 
enables -oil producers to avoid 
taxes they should be paying and 
to ‘‘recoup’’, millions they never 


? 


had before. Twenty-seven and a 
half per cent is too high. Worse 
still, the exemption goes on end- 
lessly after losses have already 
been recouped, and applies to in- 
come having nothing to do with 
oil. 

So legendary has this folly, be- 
come that it forms the basis of 
some wry joking in the motion 
picture ‘“‘Giant,’’ a portrait of 
Texas from Edna Ferber’s novel. 

President Truman urged clos- 
ing the loopholes of the depletion 
allowance. Every treasury secre- 
tary except Humphrey for the 
last quarter-century has urged 
scaling it down. Whatever is done 
about reducing income taxes for 
the many, the depletion allow- 
ance should be brought within 
rational bounds. ; 

A little tax relief for .general 
delivery might then appear in 
brightér prospect.

The dust bowl of 
today is far bigger and more 
threatening than it was when an- 
other president — Franklin D. 
Roosevelt—visited the region just 
20 years ago to start a salvage pro- 
gram for this valuable part of our 
natural heritage. 

Well-remembered by this re- 
porter is .the devastation then— 
the sandy wastes reaching to the 
horizon almost like a desert, and 
the tiny sprigs of helpless wheat 
and corn that hardly got out of 
the ground before withering away. 

All of this was seen as one of a 
group of newspapermen who ac- 
companied President Roosevelt on 
survey trips and also in separate 
trips later. The dust bowl then 
embraced parts of five states— 
western Kansas, southeastern Colo- 
rado, a narrow strip of northeast- 
ern New Mexico and most of the 
Texas and Oklahoma Panhandles. 

Today the area of very heavy 
soil erosion has widened to include 
more of Texas; Oklahoma, Colo- 
rado, Kansas and New Mexico, as 
well as extreme western Nebraska, 
southwestern Wyoming and a small 
section of southwestern South 
Dakota. 

But extensive farm damage 
from the dry weather and high

But remembered most of all—for 
it was prophetic in a way—was 
what I was told by Dr. Paul Sears, 
then at the University of Oklahoma

Make Sure Child Deserves It Befere Punishing

Be Sure Punishment 


Of Child Is Justified 


“What,” asks a reader, is a correct code of pun-

Think that over, and try to 
reconcile your idea of justice 
of the 
deportment of children 

Your little .Susie, who has 
worked persistently since she 
was four weeks old to perfect 
her grasp, to coordinate the 
movement of her beautiful 
hands with the seemingly ran- 
dom images conveyed to her 
beautiful brain, is a year old. 

She likes to drink milk from 
a cup or a glass. Sometimes, 
the glass or cup slips from her 
grasp. Milk spatters over floor, 
walls, and clothes. 

You are tired, hurried, and 
pretty thoroughly exasperated. 
You scold. You even punish. 
Parents punish for accidents. 

Is this just? When you drop 
a glass, a plate, an empty milk 
bottle, or even a full-one, as 
even the strongest adults have 
been known to do, are you be- 
rated and punished? 

Susie is 3 and slow. You are 
in a hurry and cannot wait, al- 


with your ideas proper 


though pressed to explain why 
you cannot wait, you can only 
say, ‘I’m in a hurry.’ 

Susie is 7 and you find her 
opening someone else's locker 
at school. She is opening it in 
a spirit of honest inquiry; she 
wondered what was inside. 

But you ‘at once attribute to 
her adult motives of high lar- 
ceny and lecture or punish ac- 
cordingly. If you found a purse 
on the sidewalk and opened it to 
see what was inside, would you 
be arrested? 

A correct code of punish- 
ment, it seems to me, hinges 
on .the Golden Rule, which is 
the last concept many a parent 
thinks of. 

To advise agy other mother 
how to govern her children is 
a task even Solomon would 
shun, but even he, I am sure, 
would have said: 1.

Tells of NightmareA idingRefugees

Angelina Von ELitz is a young 
Austrian who had to see for 
herself the Hungarian refugees 
swarming into her country. 
One Saturday night she and 
a friend drove 60 miles from 
their home in Vienna to the 
small village of Andau, an 
Austrian border town where 
many refugees were arriving 
and receiving food and care. 
Miss Von Eltz wrote an ac- 
count of the adventure to Ken- 
dell Weisiger, chairman of the 


Rotary Educational Founda- 
tion of Atlanta. He was her 
sponsor when she came to 


Piedmont College four years 
ago to study .business admin- 
istration and economics. 


LEARNED TECHNIQUE 


She learned the techniques 
of business there and at the 
University of Georgia to help 
run her father’s firm—a com- 
pany in Vienna which manu- 
factures radio and _ television 
equipment. Her father was car- 
ried off by the Russians dur- 
ing World War II. 

Miss Von Eltz now is ‘fa sort 
of good will business represent- 
ative for the firm.

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ASSISTS REFUGEES

Three girls and a boy are sep- 
arating dresses, suits and un- 
derwear. These things are dis- 
tributed to the refugees. 

We meet two boys from the 
German Maltheser-Orden. They 
are in Andau with jeeps and 
trucks. At night they drive out 
to the border and collect the 
Hungarians. Some of the refu- 
gees are very suspicious at first 
because the Russians have fixed 
Austrian flags a few miles in- 
side Hungary to trap refugees. 

Half an hour aften we are 
working in the shoe-depot, we 
meet the most recently arrived. 
Our interpreter is a Hungarian 
who just came a few days ago 
and is now waiting for his wife 
to arrive. 

2 DAYS OF FREEDOM 


With excitement he speaks 
about the only two days. of free- 
dom, when the army had driv- 
en out the Communists and the 
Russians had not yet started 
their hateful attack on Buda- 
pest. He tells us about the chil- 
dren who threw gasoline on 
Russian tanks to set them on 
fire, about others who trapped 
Russians in cellars, about the 
bombing and the final despair. 

**No fuel, no food in Budapest, 
life no good,”’ he says. The sad-

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dest thing about the whole af- 
fair is, however, the ‘fact that 
people just do not 
more what will become of 
them. They have lost all hope. 


WALKED 4 HOURS 

Most of the arriving refugees 
are young, boys and girls of 
16-25. They are dirty and wet. 
Many had to walk for more 
than four hours, so their feet 
hurt. We give them shoes and 
socks. 

Both girls and boys, old men 
and small children wear a small 
pin with the coat of arms of 
Hungary or the red-white-green 
flag in the button-hole. It is the 
only thing they had saved. 

One of them told of taking 
the train westward, packed with 
people. ‘‘When we arrived in 
a village near St. Janosch (four 
miles frc.n Andau), the train 
stopped all of a sudden. The 
headmaster gave word that the 
Russians will be scrutinizing 
the train upon arriving in St. 
Janosch. So he advised all those 
who planned to escape to leave 
the train. Most of the passen- 
gers got out. 


REMAINS IN AUSTRIA 


‘“‘What are you planning to 
do now?’’ jis our question again 
and again. The answers are 
differing widely: The greatest 
part of the refugees prefer to 
remain in Austria. Austria has 
always been the brother-nation, 
and Vienna has been the capi- 
tal of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire for many centuries. 
Therefore Hungarians feel se- 
cure and close to home here. 
But what can Austria do with 
120,000: refugees? ¢™ 

Many do not have plans. They 
are shiftless and completely 
worn out. They only want to 
rest. 

After we take care of new ref- 
ugees all night it is 7 o’clock 
in the morning. Fewer come 
over now. They cease to come 
altogether because it is get- 
ting light. Sunday morning the 
church bells ring and the farm 
women come to the holy mass. 
Silence everywhere. Refugees 
come to church, too. The ‘Te 
Deum’ is sung. 

I am tired and drive back to 
Vienna daydreaming. It is as 
if I were coming from a place 
not existing, some nightmare 
out of a bad dream.

To the Sea 


The little brass cannon which The Constitution has cherished 
since the days of Henry Grady and which sits nowadays in the 
hall opposite the elevators on the fifth floor, was unexpectedly 
tricked out for Christmas this year. I never did learn how it 
happened, but for several days there it looked mighty gay with 
its garlands of green and red ribbons—more like the celebration 
cannon it is, rather than an instrument of death. 

Although the plaque above it does not say so, I had an idea 
that the little Henry Grady cannon was used to salute Gen. 
William Tecumseh Sherman when he made his postwar goodwill 
return to Georgia. (The plaque merely says that it was fired to 
celebrate the election of Grover Cleveland in 1884, the first Demo- 
cratic President in many years, and again in 1932 to celebrate 
the victory of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
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It is strictly a goodwill cannon, and while I was admiring 
its holiday decorations I happened on a fascinating account of a 
strange goodwill jaunt to Georgia, for which the Henry Grady 
cannon emphatically was not fired. 


F. Merton Coulter, head of the history department at the 
University of Georgia, has written for the Georgia Review an 
account of an abortive goodwill ‘‘March to the Sea’ made by 
Sherman’s son, a Jesuit priest, Father William Ewing Sherman, 
in 1906. (This appears in the winter issue of the quarterly which, 
incidentally, is celebrating its 10th anniversary.) 

Dr. Coulter points out that the second Sherman’s visit to 
Georgia was not only a fizzle as a public relations venture, but 
it was speedily forgotten, even by the historians. 

Half a dozen years ago when an eminent American historian 
was asked about it, he replied, reports Dr. Coulter, ‘‘Nothing of 
the sort ever took place. Nothing of the kind could have 
taken place.”’ 

“Even a resident of a town on the route of the march, when 
recently asked about it, had no recollection of such an event,” 
wrote Dr. Coulter. ‘Indeed, it is a forgotten chapter in Ameri- 
can history.”’ 

The interesting thing about Dr. Coulter’s account to me 
is that the priest set out with the best intentions in the world. 
He was a sensitive, kind-hearted man with an interest in history 
and a desire to visit the battlefields where his father had fought. 
He wanted no publicity but, of course, he got plenty—and his trip 
was misunderstood from one end of the land to the other, but par- 
ticularly in the North. 

Southerners on the whole were hospitably inclined and bore 
the clergyman no ill will. In fact, they made a great many jokes 
about his proposed ‘‘march to the sea’’ and put themselves out 
a bit to show him the country and to entertain him. After, that 
is, they learned that he was traveling with a military escort not 
for protection but because President Roosevelt had an idea that 
he could learn more from the cavalry details which were often 
sent over the campaign routes for study and instruction, 

But while he traveled with soldiers he really caught it 
politicians and from newspaper editorial writers.

‘‘After the first shock of the news,’’ wrote Dr. Coulter, ‘‘the 
Southern newspapers soon got their bearings and became more 
charitable to Father Sherman. The military nature of the trip 
was what enraged people—either an insinuation that Southern 
hospitality had degenerated to the point where Father Sherman 
needed protection or a gratuitous insult to the South by re-enact- 
ing Qa) thus recalling the terrible war days or both.”’ 


*The sad thing was that the poor man only got from Chatta- 
nooga to Cartersville. He went back to Ft. Oglethorpe where, 
near collapse, he was taken in hand by friends and compelled 
to rest. Then he left for California. 

‘If Father Sherman prayed that the whole comedy of errors 
be speedily forgotten as he might well have done,’’ concludes Dr. 
Coulter, ‘‘his prayer Was answered.’’
